He gets free now, excepting 
what he may pay for hy Indirect tax­ 
ation, what the old way cost him in 
much valuable time.

Wilson was walking his way through 
the Illicellewaet tunnell, one of the 
greatest in the world, it and the snow 
shed attached being something over a 
mile and a half in length. 
He had 
been warned not to attem p t to p ass 
through the tunnel, but as he was af­ 
ter exp erience, thought the op p ortun­ 
ity to get some new ones was too good 
to be lost and made the venture. 
Wilson says there is a considerable 
quantity of water running in the tun­ 
nel which in the cavern-like p lace 
roars and rumbles through the rocky 
ditch at the side of the tracks. 
In sp ite of the fact th at he was 
alert for p ossible trains, he suddenly 
felt one hearing down up on him so 
close th a t he barely had time to leap 
into the boiling torrent before the 
cars, ghostly in the gloom, swep t by.

He is particularly active in 
the tree-tops at the present time, his 
semi-annual fall visit being paid this 
vicinity between Sept 20 and Oct. 20. 
A visit around the streets of Dixon 
and In the outskirts of the city, a pair 
of watchful eyes will he able to count 
hundreds of the birds in a short walk.
